and help trained for the work. 


Hach variety is grown in a locality 


by itself, with no other kinds in that 


vicinity, and from seeds and _ plants 


furnished by me.

The ripe “Lomatoes of each variety 
are then hauled to a central and con- 
venient point for that sort, where they 
are carefully inspected and all the seed- 
ing, curing, cleaning and bagging done 
by my own experienced men, who have 
nothing to do with any sort other than 


their own.

Wiesleave: taese-) TL does “tot 
pays Whe vitality ol such seeds is) very 
poor and they produce late vines and 
inferior fruit. 

On account of not picking these 
fruits and owing to improved methods 
of curing, my seeds always test excep- 


tionally high.
